In the house Friday just before ad- 
journment of the forenoon session the 
first test vote on the capital removal 
bill was had and it indicated that the 
measure itself, when it shall be put 
upén its passage, probably this morn- 
ing, will fall far short of the 
contitutional two-thirds majority to 
carry. This vote came on a motion 
to table the bill and all proposed 
amendments, and showed 78 members 
voting to table, to 86 against. 

The motion to lay on the table having 
failed is taken, however, as a fair cri- 
terion by which to estimate th 
strength of the measure’s friends, who 
must muster 126 votes on the floor of 
the house in order to be effective. 
| Would Provide for Vote. 

The purpose of the bill is to provide 
for putting before the people of Geor- 
gia fer vote at the next general elec- 
tion an amendment to the censtitution 
under which the state capital would be 
removed from Atlanta to Macon. An 
amendment introduced by Fowler of 
Bibb, floor leader of the forces cham- 
pioning the bill, and@one of its joint 
authors, would make the proposed act 
non-effective until Bibb county shall 
have voted a bond issue of not under 
2,000,000 to defray all costs of the re-

Infantile Paralysis 
Really ‘‘Wong Sah,” 
Old Chinese Disease 


Chinese Physicians Say the 
Plague Is Attributed to 
Humid Atmospheric Con- 
ditions Similar to “Bermu- 
da High.” 


New York, August 11.—Drs. Lee 
Hang Gee and Yuen Hock Ting re- 
ported to Health Commissioner Emer- 
son today that an investigation in 
cases of infantile paralysis heré had 
convinced them that the disease was 
similar to “wong sah,” which has pre- 
vailed in China for centuries, and 
which always has been attributed to 
humid atmospheric conditions similar 
to the “Bermuda high,’ which recently 
passed over the eastern states. 

The Chinese physicians’ report said 
that the peculiar atmosphere  per- 
meated the pores of young children, 
reducing blood pressure, whereupon 
circulation became sluggish and the 
limbs ceased to perform their func- 
tions.

logical study differed so from that of 
the Occidental physician that he did 
not care to make a statement. If it 
was shown that the medicine the Chi- 
nese recommended was not harmful, 
and if there was reason to believe it 
might do good, possibly would be 
used, he_ said.

Constables Seize 14,340 Bot- 
tles of the Stuff—“Charles 


Jacksonville to “J.H. Blue” 
in Charleston. 


Charleston, S. C., August 11.—Fif- 
teen hundred bottles of whisky and 12,- 
840 bottles of beer were seized by state 
constables near Charleston today, the 
retail value of the alleged contraband 
being more than $4,000. Chief Con- 
stable S. M. Duncan said tonight that 
an examination showed that about fif- 
teen bottles of “‘near-becr’’ really con- 
tained whisky. He said “Charles Blue” 
shipped the carload from Jacksonville 
to “J. H. Blue” in Charleston. 
does not appear to be a “Blue” 
resident here. 

Many of the bottles were not labeled 
and the chief constable pointed out that 
the United States officers would be 
called upon to investigate this phase, 
since the interstate laws are violated. 

Permission to use its sidetrack for a 
carload of “bricks” was given by the 
McCabe Fertilizer company, which told 
the constabulary that H. T. Koester had 
made the arrangements, Koester in- 
sisted that he was given a commission 
to unload and deliver a “carload of 
bricks,’ but declined to tell the offi- 
cers who was to receive the wet goods.

The Standard Oil company, the Gul? 
Refining company and the Texas Oil 
company continued throughout Friday 
to refuse to sell the Johnson-Gewinner 
Co. any more gasoline, according to an 
announcement by Mr. Gewinner last 
night. 

For two days the Johnson -GeWwinner 
Co.’s gas tanks have been empty, and 
Atlanta’s biggest. retailer of gasoline 
cannot meet the demands of his cus- 
tomers. 

Mr. Gewinner Friday took up the re- 
fusal of the gas companies to sell his 
company with an attorney, seeking to 
enter suit against the three local 
wholesalers of gasoline. 

When interviewed by a Constitution 
representative on this matter, he eaid: 

“] think I have’ grounds for suit 
against the three local wholesalers, and 
my attorney, Victor Smith, adw me 
likewise,

At Chattanooga 
and other nearby southern cities the 
price of gasoline for the ‘better grade 
was four and five cents less than in 
the Atlanta market. 

Crentes a Furor. 

The effort of the Johnson-Gewinner 
company to force down the price of At- 
lanta gas Wednesday, when they sold 
out their stock at 24 cents a gallon, al- 
though short-lived, created a furor 
among the local wholesalers. 

As soon as their stock was exhausted 
the three wholesalers, according to offi- 
cials of the company, have persistently 
refused to sell him again, with the ex- 
ception of the Standard Oil company, 
which Friday offered to sell the John- 
son-Gewinner company at the retail 
price of 25 cents. 

“Mr. Taylor, manager of the Standard 
Oll company, said he would sell me at 
25 cents a gallon,” stated Mr. Gewinner. 
“lt told Mr. Yaylor I could not pus- 
sibly buy his gasoline at the con- 
sumer’s price, when the wholesale price 
was 23 cents. He replied that he could 
not sell me, then. 

“The Gulf Refining company also re- 
fused to sell me by informing me that 
they could not handle any new accounts. 

“The Texas company has offered me 
one pretense after another. When they 
demanded that I make cash payments 
for gas from day te day, I gladly did so 
on Thursday, but still they refuse to 
sell me.” 

Assembly May Act. 

The charge of Mr. Gewinner’s that 
the Texas company, with which concern 
he has traded for years, has refused to 
sell him gas as a result of the action 
of his company in cutting the retail 
price to 24 cents also created a stir in 
the upper house of the Georgia legis- 
lature Friday.

“Yesterday the third army continued 
with increasing pressure the attack on 
the San Michele and San Martino sec- 
tors, which had begun on the 9th in- 
Stant, and succeeded in capturing very 
strong defenses of the enemy between 
the Vippacco and Monte Cosich. The 
enemy was routed completely and re- 
tired east of Vallone, leaving, however, 
strong rear guards on Cima Debefi and 
on Hill 121, east of Monfalcone. 

“We occupied Rubbia and San Mar- 
tino Del Carso and the whole of the 
Doberdo plateau, reaching the line of 
the Vallerie. 

“East of Gorizia the enemy is holding 
out in trenches on the line of Monte 
San Gabriele and Monte San Mario, the 
western stones of which and the line of 
the Vert Cibizza already have deen 
reached by our troops. 

“On the rest of the front the enemy 
made the usual demonstrations, which 
everywhere were dealt with success- 
fully. The number of prisoners and 
the quantity of material taken from the 
enemy increases continually. 

“Enemy aircraft dropped bombs on 
Venice and on the Grado lagoon. Build- 
ings were damaged, but no one was 
hurt. A squadron of Voisin machines 
yesterday renewed the bombardment of 
the Prevacina railway station, where 
material from lost positions was be- 
ing removed. The aviators eluded the 
fire of anti-aircraft artillery and re- 
turned safely after dropping forty 
bombs on the station, which was com- 
pletely destroyed.” 


MANY PRISONERS 
TAKEN BY ITALIANS. 


Rome, August 11.—(CVia Paris.)—The 
number of prisoners taken by the Ital- 
jans since the fall of Gorizia now ex- 
ceeds 15,000 according to the corre- 
spondent of The Tribuna, on the Isonzo 
front. Italian cavalry and cyclists are 
clearing the valleys of the retreating 
Austrians, and, according to the corre- 
spondent, the battle continues in favor 
of the Italians on both wings. 

The battle ig continuing behind the 
city over a front about 12 miles long. 
The Austrians have retreated along the 
railroad toward Dornberg, gight miles 
southeast of Gorizia, and over the na- 
tional highway to Schon pass, six 
miles to the east, and are now attempt- 
ing to re-form their front on a line 
extending from Vipacco to Tarnova. 

Meanwhile the Austrians are at- 
tempting to take the offensive at 
Monte Nero and various other points 
°4 the Italian front, but have been 
unable to divert the Italians from their 
operations behind Gorizia., 

Popular enthusiasm is a high pitch 
throughout Italy. Congratulations are 
pouring in from all parts of the world 
to King Victor Emmanuel and General 
Cadorna. The king and commandér-in- 
chief have been particularly pleased 
by messages from Italians in New York 
and other parts of: the United States. 

The third army, under command of 
thea Duke of Aosta, which is still bear- 
ing the brunt of the fighting, has won 
high praise, as well as much sympathy, 
on account of its losses. The duke, 
before the battle began, called on his 
army to fight and “win in the name of 
your mothers, your wives, your sisters 
and your country.”

The most important were the capture 
of the important railway junction and 
town of Stanislau, the definite occupa- 
of Monasterizka and the seizure 
of important positions on the Zlota 
Lipa line. Coupled with these victo- 
ries was the capture of many thou- 
sands of prisoners, especially on the 
Tht bank of the Sereth, where the 


prisoners taken number 56,000. 
The capture of Stanislau gives the 


Russians another gateway through 
which they can march toward Lem- 
berg. Like Brody, Stanislau is an im- 
portant railroad center. Railroads Ta- 
diate from it in five directions. I! 
87 miles southeast of Lemberg and 
situated between two forks of the By- 
stritza river, 10 miles south of the 
Dniester. Stanislau was a manufac- 
turing city and agricultural center be- 
fore the war and had a population of 
33,000. 


RUSSIANS GIRDLING 
VON BOTHMER’S ARMY. 


The Germans appeared to regard the 
Kovel-Lemberg sector as the most 
crtical on the eastern front, and the 
appointment of Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburg to the chief commafid un- 
doubtedly had the effect of temporarily 
stemming the Russian advance on the 
northern section of the line. But Field 
Marhal von Hindenburg does not hold 
the controlling command over the 
troops guarding the southern §  ap- 
proaches to Lemberg, where Genera! 
Letchitzky, having taken Stanislau and 
being within striking distance of 
Halicz, is rapidly completing his encir- 
clement of the army of General Count 
von Bothmer. 

The possesion of Stanislau and Kolo- 
mea makes secure the Russian posses- 
sion of Bukowina and yives them a 
base for an invasion of Hungary.

Teutons Desperately Resist. 

An earlier statement issued by the 
Russian war office said in part: 

“Fierce fighting is continuing on 
the River Stokhod, in the region of 
Mikhiiabachey, the village of Vulski 
Lubachevska, the little town of Stobyvy 
and the village of Zaroche. 

“On the River Sereth our troops are 
advancing as a result of fierce fight- 
ing. The enemy is making a desperate 
resistance, alternating etween de- 
fensive actions and counter attacks. 
Notwithstanding the enemy’s efforts to 
stem our advance, our gallant troops 
under General Sakharoff, by a series 
of repeated attacks, pushed the enemy 
out of villages and woods on the right 
bank of the river and having reached 
the ridge commanding the heights they 
are fighting before the village of Tro- 
sianecnesgrovce. 

“One of our cavalry regiments at- 
tacked the enemy’s infantry, and by 
a second attack on the flank of the 
dense masses of Germans threw them 
into complete disorder. In this way 
their advance was stopped. in this 
region the gallant troops of General 
Ekk took in battles between August 
4 and August 10 a total of 268 officers 
and 13,000 men. in addition, over 1,000 
wounded Austrians and Germans were 
captured. This number includes two 
staff officers, 104 lieutenants and 4,87? 
men, who were taken in one day's Dat- 
tle on August 10. The losses of the 
enemy in killed or wounded, accord- 
ing to the statements, of prisoners, 
were enormous. 

“In the region of the Monasterzyska- 
Nizniow railway the successes of our 
troops are developing and they con- 
tinue to advance. One of our Iinfan- 
try regiments, having driven out the 
enemy from the wood northwest of the 
Village of Dubenka, on the River Koro- 
etch broke into the town of Monaster- 
ZVNSKA, 

“The enemy, forces consisting mostly 
of Germans, lauched counter attacks, 
which everywhere were repelled by 
our troops. We took here 2,500 men 
and the commander of an Austrian reg- 
iment with the entire regimental staff 
and chaplain. 

“In a westerly direction our troops 
reached the left bank of the Zlota Lipa, 
capturing during the engagement the 
Village of Lazaruvka and taking over 
1,000 Austro-German prisoners. One of 
our Orenburg (‘ossack regiments 
launched here a cavalry attack, taking 
more than 200 prisoners and capturing 
three machine guns, 

“A German regiment, having crossed 
the river Zlota Lipa near the village of 
Zadaruv, attempted a counter attack 
on the position we occupied, but was 
repelled with enormous [osses. Our 
brave cavalry detachments, having 
forded the mouth of the river Zlota 
Lipa, attacked the repelled enemy and 
pursuing him reached the left bank of 
the lniester in the bend to the south 
of the village of Usciezialone (south- 
west of Monasterzyska) 

“The total number of prisoners taken 
during the battles of August 8 and 9 
amounts to 5,000." 


LOSS OF STANISLAU 
ADMITTED BY VIENNA. 


Vienna, August 11.—(Via London.)— 
“We have evacuated Stanislau without 
fighting,” says the official statement, 
issued from general headquarters to- 
day. The statement also admits‘ the 
Withdrawal of Austrian 
positions in the Stanislau and Monas- 
tirzyvka regions, owing to the Russian 
pressure, 


BERLIN CONCEDES 
TEUTON REVERSE. 


Berlin, August 11.—(Via London.)— 
Austro-German troops in the region of 
Monasterzyska, at points on the Dnies- 
ter and on the Bystritza river regions 
of Galicia have been compelled to give 
way because of the superiority of hds- 
tile forces at some places, says today’s 
war office statement.

The statement reads: 

“Kastern front: Front of Archduke 
Charles Francis: Southwest of Monas- 
terzyska and in the angle formed by 
the Dniester and Bystritza, strong Rus- 
san force sattacked ug. The superior- 
ity of the enemy compelled the brave 
defenders to give way at some points. 
Our counter attacks intercepted storm- 
ing attacks of the enemy and brought 
fight to a standstill A regroup- 
ing of the allied (Teutonic) troops, 
which was ordered so as to take into 
account the altered positions of the 
Russians is now taking place. 

“In the Carpathians, the enemy made 
futile efforts to wrest from us advan- 
tages we had gained south of Zabie. 

“Balkan front: South of Lake Doiran 
the enemy made sham attacks with 
weak detachments which were repulsed 
: fire without serious fighting. 

“Front of Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburg: Between Wizniew lake and 
Smorgon and in the region northeast 
numerous weak Russian at- 
were repulsed easily.

London, August 11.—Fighting be- 
tween the British and the Turkish 
forces in Egypt east of the Suez canal 
continued on August 9 and 10, with no 
important success for either side, ac- 
cording to an official statement issued 
this afternoon. Turkish counter at- 
tacks caused British cavalry to fall 
back, but the Twfrks later retired to 
their entrenchments. The statement 
follows: 

“On the 9th of August 
who were holding a line 
proximately north and 
Birelabd, with their right on the Bar- 
bawil Lagoon and their left thrown 
back in a curve to the southeast, were 
heavily pressed by our mounted troops. 
They made thre counter attacks, all 
of which were repulsed. About 2 
p. m. today they made a general coun- 
ter attack along the whole line. Our 
cavalry then fell back slowly. 

“Our guns shelled large stacks of 
stores and convoys at a distance of only 
2000 yards, the Turks replying to this 
bombardment with what was reported 
to be 6-inch howitzers. 

“The enemy's strength is estimat- 
ed at about 6,000 men, including a 
fresh regiment which was not engaged 
in the action at Romani. His casual- 
ties were very heavy. 

“On the 10th our cavalry remained 
in observation, of the enemy, who re- 
tired to their entrenchments.”

REGORD OF HUGHES 


Nebraskan Answers G.O. P. 
‘Candidate’s Criticisms of 
Alleged Disregard of Civil 
Service—Alleged Trusts 
Are Aiding Hughes. 


Kansas City, August 11.—William J. 
Bryan replied here today to criticism of 
his attitude toward civil service made 
by Charles F. Hughes in a staxement 
in which he said he had “enforced the 
civil service law to the letter.” Mr. 
Bryan challenged the republican nomi- 
nee to state whether he had given ap- 
pointments to “deserving republicans” 
while governor of New York. 

Recent speeches of Mr. Hughes 
quoted a lexter Mr. Bryan had written 
to Receiver of Customs Vick in Santo 
Domingo, inquiring as to what posi- 
tions could be obtained to “reward de- 
serving democrats.” 

“I am not ashamed of it,” the state- 
ment read. “The letter was written 
to an appointive officer whose office 
was not under the civil service and the 
inquiry was made in regard to offices 
which were not under the civil ser- 
vice.”’ 

Bryan’s Statement. 


The statement, after declaring Mr. | 


Hughes to have “shown himself quite 
prompt in discharging obligations,” 
declares: 

“As an official I enforced the civil 
service law to the letter and upon

FRENCH STORM 
GERMAN WORKS. 


Paris, August 11.—The French to the 
— of the River Somme in France, in 
brilliant fighting have captured Ger- 
man trenches near Maurepa'’s and a for- 
tified quarry to the south of the Hem 
wood, according to an official communi- 
cation issued this evening. 

The communication says: 

“To the north of the Somme the aft- 
ernoon was marked by an infantry at- 
tack which was brilliantly carried 
out and which succeeded completely. 
Several German trenches were cap- 


tured by our soldiers and our troops 
established a new line on the ridge 


' to the south of Maurepas and along the 
| road connecting that village and Hem. 


“To the north of the Hem wood a 
powerfully fortified quarry and two 
small woods fell into our hands. 

“In the course of this fighting we

Doiran Railway Station and a 
Neighboring Hill Have 
Reen Occupied.

Paris, August 11.—An_ attack by 
Anglo-French forces on the Bulgarians 
at Doiran, 40 miles northwest of Sa- 
loniki, is reported in a Havana dispatch 
from Saloniki. The allies occupied the 
Doiran railway station and a neighbor- 
ing hill. 

In front of the captured positions, 
the dispatch says, the bodies of numer- 
ous Bulgarians were found. The at- 
tack was preceded by a vigorous bom- 
bardment. 

At other points along the front artil- 
lery fighting continues, with patrol en- 
gagements along the Serbian border. 


London, August 11.—Reuter’s corre- 
Spondent at paioniki telegraphs that 
the artillery duel on the Balkan front 
has been renewed. The height captur- 
ed by the Anglo-French forces is Hill 
227, south of Doiran. The railway sta- 
tion lies 5 miles east of the town. 

There have been several small en- 
Sagements recently along this front, as 
well as frequent heavy artillery bat- 
tles. A general offensive movement on 
the part of the army of French, British 
and Serbian troops based on Saloniki 
which is reported to number nearly 
700,000, has been expected. The engage- 
ment wear Doiran, however, apparent- 
ly was a minor affair.

London, August 11.—North of 
tin-Le-Petit and northwest of P@ 
on the Somme fronrk, the Britigf 
made further progress, it 
nounced otficially here today. 

The announcement follows: 
e"“Last night the enemy opened heavy 
machine gun and rifle fire on High 
wood followed by an artillery barrage 
on the back area. We replied ef- 
fectively and no hostile attack de- 
veloped. 

“North of Bazentin-Le-Petit we made 
further progress, taking a short 
length of trenches and inflicting con- 
siderable loss on the enemy. At 5:45 
a. m. the enemy made a determined 
counter attack on the trenches cap- 
tured by us. This attack was repulsed 
with further heavy loss to the enemy. 

“Northwest of Vozieres we also ad- 
vanced our line slightly at certain 
places. 

“Near Neuville-St. Vaast we exploded 
last night and occupied the crater with 
little opposition. South of Ypres we 
successfully raided a ruined farm in 
the enemy's lines. On the 
of the front there was no event of im- 
portance.”

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NORTH OF SOMME. HGH COST OF FLOUR 


Trade Commissioner Hurley in 
Chicago Investigating 
the Situation. 


Washington, August 11.—Whether 
there shall be a federal investigation 
of the high cost of flour and pros- 
pective increases in bread prices de- 
pends largely upon the report of Com- 
missioner Hurley, now in Chicago mak- 
ing informal inquiries for the federal 
trade commission. 

Mr. Hurley went to Chicago particu- 
larly to seek definite information at 
the headquarters of the National Ba- 
kers’ association concerning state- 
ments during the association’s conven- 
tion at Salt Lake City that the price 
of bread soon would be increased. Of- 
ficials of the commission said today, 
however, that he would look into the 
general question of flour and bread 
prices. 

The departmenta of agriculture and 
justice as well as the trade commission, 
are giving attention to the subject, al- 
though there has been no formal ac- 
tion of any kind. 

Copies of a resolution passed by the 
Master Bakers at Salt Lake City calling 
on congress to place an embargo on 
flour exports, were received by mail 
today by ‘Vice President Marshall and 
Speaker Clark. They will be presented 
to both houses later, but there is no 
prospect of action on them. The con- 
stitutionality of the export embargoes 
long has been a moot question. 

Master Baker Talks. 

Salt Lake City, Utah, August 11.—S. 
F. McDonald, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Master Bakers, 
said today that the opinion of the as- 
sociation calling for the general in- 
crease in the price of bread from 5 to 
10 cents a loaf probably has been mis- 
understood by some of the general 
public and apparently by the govern- 
ment officials. 

“The convention voted not for a price 
of 10 cents for the present 5-cent loaf, 
but for the general sale of only 10-cent 
loaves,” he _ said. “Incidentally be- 
cause of the high price of materials 
and the present narrow margin of 
profit it is proposed to diminish the 
size of the present 10-cent loaf slight- 
ly. We welcome an investigation into 
the cost of Hread making.” 

George E. Barnard, state food and 
drug commissioner of Indiana, told the 
bakers in an address today that their 
demands for the 10-cent loaf was rea- 
sonable. 

“T find no justice in the demand for 
a 16-ounce loaf for a nickle,’ he said, 
‘no reason why bread or milk should 
be sold at a flat price, while the price 
of steaks and other commodities fluc- 
tuates every day.” 

The convention adjourned tonight. 


BRITAIN WON'T CHANGE 


HER BLACKLIST POLICY 


Lord Robert Cecil, War Trade 
Minister, Says Britain Is Ex- 
ercising Undoubted Right. 


London, August 11.—‘‘Personally, I 
cannot ‘see anyway by which we can 
forego our undoubted right to prevent 
our subjects from providing resources 
of trade to our enemies,” said Lord 
Robert Cecil, minister of war trade, in 
discussing today with American news- 
paper correspondents the latest de- 
velopments in Great Britain's economic 
warfare. 

“There is not likely to be any change 
of the policy of the allies as a result 
of neutral protests,’ he continued, 
“Italy, by her action, is merely follow- 
ing the policy outlined at the Paris 
conference,” 

Lord Robert confirmed reports pub- 
lished in financial circles that out- 
standing contracts of British insurance 
companies with firm's on the British 
blacklist will not be interferred with 
by the government, 

Discussing relations with Sweden, the 
war trade minister called attention to 
the exchange of notes between Great 
Britain and Sweden, which correspond- 
ence is ready to be laid on the table 
of the house of commons. He pointed 
out that one note dispatched by the 
foreign office to the Swedish govern- 
ment claimed that both the swedish 
government and the German govern- 
ment admitted that The Hague conven- 
tion of 1907 concerning mail rights was 
inoperative in the war because it had 
not been ratified by all the nations 
attending the convention. 

Lord Robert declared there had been 
no change in the policy of Great Brit- 
ian regarding The Netherlands over- 
seas trust. 

“I do not know the facts on which 
American shippers are basing their 
complaint,” he said, “but I assure you 
that we have not changed our attitude 
toward the trust. I can explain, how- 
ever; a possible detention on the clause 
of the agreement which specifies that 
the government has a right to detain 
any trust consignment until doubt as 
to its destination has been satisfac- 
torily explained.”’

AFTER LONG AUTO TRP 


Found All Kinds of Gasoline 
Prices on Trip, Declares 
J. A. Gumm. 


Mr. and Mrs. J. A. Gumm, of 675 
Ponce de Leon avenue, returned to the 
city a few days ago after a delightful 
trip by automobile through the north- 
west and into Canada. 

They left the city July 1 to visit 
Wis., 
and after spending several days in Chi-

week's trip by automobile through the 
lake region of Wisconsin and Illinois, 
visiting Lake Fox and other points of 
interest. 

From this short trip they returned to 
Ohicago, where they spent two days 
on an extended trip to all the resorts 
of interest along the western shores 
of Lake Michigan. From this trip they 
crossed to Detroit, Where they enjoye< 
two days visiting the large automobile 
Plants and other industries of that city. 

From Detroit they went to Port Hu- 
ron and thence into Canada. While 
in the Dominion they made visits to 
Hainilton, St. Catherine and 
other Ontario points. They crossed into 
the United States again at Niagara 
Falls and spent two days on the trip 
back to Chicago by way of Buffalo, 
_ Cleveland, Toledo and South Bend, 
nd. 

Mr. Gumm gays that.on the entire 
trip the party never ran into a single 
rain and that most of the time was 
spent near the Great Lakes. They felt 
no discomfort from heat. Nor did they 
have a single puncture or other trou- 
ble with the car, though the trip cov- 
ered nearly 2,000 miles. The trip was 
made in A. .Gumm’s big Cadillac 
car, which had been well equipped to 
make the journey enjoyable.

SEROUS, SAYS WORSHAM 


Report of Weather Bureau 
Minimizing Damage Un- 
founded, He Claims.

Branding as absolutely without 
foundation federal weather bureau 
statements and reports minimizing the 
seriousness of the boll weevil condi- 
tions in southwest Georgia, Lee Wor- 


sham, state entomologist declared that | 
in fifteen southwestern counties the | 


pest is as bad right now as it ever has 
been in the most severely stricken areas 
in Mississippi, Louisiana or Texas. 

Having just returned from a tour 
of the weevil-infested district, Mr. 
Worsham said: 

“Such a statement as appeared in 
print a day or two ago, in which the 
weather bureau is quoted as saying 
that the weevil situation 15 not 
bad since the recent rains, and tending 
to minimize the damage done and in 
prospect, is absolutely misleading and 
without tangible ,basis. In_ fifteen 
counties, from Chéttahoochee county 
southward, the situation is about as se- 
rious as it could be, and the weevil Is 
active in 32 counties. 

“There will be no cotton made from 
now on this season in 20 or 25 counties, 
because of the weevil. In these coun- 
ties the pest has gained such headway 
during the rainy season that it will de- 
stroy practically all squares to be made 
from now on.” 

Mr. Worsham’s department begins to- 
day a series of meetings, to be held in 
17 southwestern Georgia counties for 
the instruction of the farmers in the 
most approved methods of combatting 
the weevil and in the art of selecting 
the best varieties of seed for next 
year's planting.

gia’s representatives in the United States 
senate—Hon. Hoke Smith and Hon. T. W. 
Hardwick—to defeat the federal child labor 
bill, although unsuccessful, have been con- 
strued in Georgia as a bedy blow directed 
against organized labor. 

It was only through long continued éffort 
on the part of the representatives of labor, 
against determined and aggressive oppos!i- 
tion, that the was finally de- 
clared by legislative enactment in firm oppo- 
sition to the employment of child labor in 


state policy 


mills and factories. 

The constitutionality of the law was 
adroitly questioned by able counsel then, 
just as it has been attacked in the United 
States senate, but the bill was enacted into 
law, and still stands as the statute law of 
Georgia. 

Popular memory is not always indelible, 
and it may be that the record of this recent 
conflict with state policy will be obliterated 
in the minds of the disappointed before an- 
other election shall bring the records of 
Georgia’s senators to judgment before “the 
people at home.’ 


No greater stimulus to that end can be. 


utilized than an earnest and successful ef- 
fort to protect Georgia’s prohibition law 
from being torpedoed through the govern- 
ment mail by open solicitation. or liquor 
sales under the sanction of the stamp of 
Uncle Sam. 

Such legislation is unquestionably within 
the jurisdiction of the federal congress, and 
unless Georgia’s senators and representa- 
tives shall demonstrate both desire and 
ability to grant relief along this line, there 
will be many explanations to be made upon 
the day of political reckoning. 


DOUBLING UP. 

A vear or so ago we were excitedly using 
the megaphone to tell ourselves and one 
another that the United States had become 
a billion dollar country. The balance of 
trade in our favor had for the first time in 
our history gone considerably above a bil- 
lion dollars. 

Now that we have doubled up and be- 
come a two billion dollar country, we are 
showing little concern about it. The bal- 
ance of trade for the fiscal year recently 
ended is $2,125,713,762, or practically twice 
the balance shown at the close of the fiscal 
year in the middle of 1915. 

A year azo we waved flags, hung out 
banners and patted ourselves on the back 
over our splendid business achievement; 
today, after doubling up, we accept it mere- 
ly as a matter of course. 

Another remarkable fact is that this 
record has been made in spite of a contin- 
ued increase in our imports. For the last 
fiscal year we imported more than half a 
billion dollars of goods in excess of imports 
for the previous fiscal year, a_ situation 
which makes the rapid growth of our trade 
balance even more surprising. Comment- 
ing upon this growth, The New Orleans 
Times-Picayune says: , 


Ultimately, of course, we will lose the 
war business, but if the United States 
seizes the present opportunities offered 
it will be able to maintain the leadershi 
it Ras won. We have never had suc 
— before; it is a question of wheth- 
er we Will show ourselves equal to the oc- 
casion. With time, we have steadily im- 
proved the situation, have, increased our 
tonnage in merchant vessels, have 
straightened out financial and credit dif- 
ficulties with Latin America and have 
overcome other difficulties in our way. 
Can we keep it up” 


Of course we can keep it up. The ques- 
tion is whether we will. As the business in 
war munitions and supplies decreases as a 

-yesult of European peace, the south will 
throw itself into the breach and its cotton 
will make up for more than that loss. 

But in general trade lines it is a question 
of our holding opportunity. There isn’t 4 
doubt but that we shall have to contend, 
following the re-establishment of peace in 
Europe, with the keenest trade competition 
the world has ever witnessed. 

If we are alive to this situation and seize 
and grapple with it as we are thoroughly 


-queer, but of “something rotten up

capable of doing, we shall not only hold 


what we have acquired, but continue to 
build and add to the abundance of our 
rapidly-growing fortune. 


EVIDENCE OF MONOPOLY. 

If any evidence were needed of the exist- 
ence of monopoly in the control of the price 
of gasoline it is at hand in the conjoint re- 
fusal of the three companies engaged in the 
wholesale purveyance of this article to fur- 
nish any further supplies to a firm that saw 
fit to reduce the price to the consumer one 
cent a gallon below that at which it was 
being generally retailed in Atlanta—and 
that price five cents above the retail price 
at Chattanooga. 

When this company advertised gasoline 
at 24 cents a gallon, while other retailers 
were charging 25 cents, its wholesale sup: 
plies were suddenly cut off by the company 
which had been serving it, and the two oth- 


ers, as if by concerted agreement, refused | 


to sell to it, even at the straight retail price 
and for cash. 

Bear in mind that this attitude and ac- 
tion were taken at a time when gasoline is 
selling in Chattanooga at 20 cents a gallon, 
and when the retail price in many other 
cities of the country is considerably lower 
than it is in Atlanta today. 

Under the circumstances the action of 
the wholesale concerns handling gasoline 
looks a little queer, to say the least; in fact, 
we might say it smacks not only of the 
the 
creek.” 

The federal trade commission which has 
been conducting an investigation into the 
gasoline monopoly has been looking about 
it is stated, for something in the nature of 
a specific instance. It will not have to go 
any further to find it, for here is a fire 
burning upon its back! 

It is a pretty come to pass when the 
wholesalers, by too evident concerted ac- 
tion, attempt to discipline the retailer be- 
cause he sees fit to let the consumer have 
the article at the price he fixes, at a price 
less than that he is compelled to pay else- 
where notwithstanding the fact that the 
wholesaler gets his full price for it. 

It is the more surprising that these con- 
cerns, inasmuch as some of them at least 
have already had sad experiences resulting 
from the policy, should attempt to flout the 
public by the employment of the “freezing 
out” process. 

There is apparently plenty of materia! 
here for investigation of the direct, positive 
and result-getting sort, and since the situa- 
tion is one which is causing positive injury 
and financial loss, there should be no delay 
about it. 

If the public is to be made the victim of 
this sort of monopolistic grip, and if there 
is no present means of relief, then the 
quicker they know about it the sooner will 
they be able to apply the remedy them- 
selves.

THE ZEPPELINS GET BUSY. 


The present Zeppelin movements far 
over the eastern coast of England is doubt- 
less meant to make up for the recent com- 
parative quiet in the field of submarine ac- 
tivity. 

As usual, it is stated, the raids are made 
over localities possessing no military im- 
portance—counties of the farming folk, and 
little towns and villages. They are coming 
in numbers now, and there is fear of the 
long-threatened “great raid,’ when the sky 
will be thick with Zeppelins. 

While. the English air service is better 
equipped now to meet the invaders and has 
done some effective fighting with them, 
they still come in the night and spread 
terror over England. 

And the bombs are more deadly 
and scatter destruction over wider terri- 
tory; for however English censorship of the 
news ofan air raid may minimize its con- 
sequences, the fact stands out that death 
and ruin bear witness to nearly every air 
assault, 

Probably the best description of the ter- 
rible work of Zeppelin bombs in the town of 
Walthamstow, [Fngland, is that given by 
Periton Maxwell, in a recent number of 
The Forum. Writing as an eye-witness, he 
says: é 

Faintly discernible against the sky, 
like a rope hung down for anchorage, 
came a thin, gray: streak—-the tail of a 
bomb with all hell in its wake. 

From somewhere near the town’s cen- 
ter the earth split and roared apart. 
The world reeled and a brain-shattering 
crash compounded of all the elements 
of pain and hurled from the shoulders 
of a thousand thunderclaps smote the 
senses. It was a blast of sickening and 
malignant fury. The Germans’ bomb 
landed fully ten blocks away, bué you 
would have taken oath in court that it 
had fallen at your feet, behind you, 
above you and into your very brain. 

More terrible than the first explosion 
was, or seemed, the second one. It mowed 
down half a hundred ahrieking souls. 

A solid block of shabby villas was 
laid out as flat as your palm by the 


explosion of this second bomb. Scarcely 
a brick was left standing upright. 


All this death, terror and destruction 
from two bombs. And now that the work 
has been resumed and, as it seems, is to 
be more sweeping in its scope, more apall- 
ing casualties will undoubtedly follow. 

The German claim is that the Zeppelins 
“were not designed to destroy women and 
children,” but in every instance these have 
been largely their victims; and their most 
recent raid seems to have had for its ob- 
jective the southwestern counties of Eng- 
land, where women and children. because of 
the war, form the majority of the popu- 
Jation. 

It is possible that this from coast to 
county flight of a number of Zeppelins 
means that Germany is ready for the big 
raid, which will soon materialize in the 
coming of the air terrors “an hundred 
strong,’ and the world-battle of the air 
may be at hand. 

Count Zeppelin has said that “London 
is to be swept from the face of the eartn,” 
but English opinion is that as that would 
preclude the kaiser’s “triumphal entry,” he 
may change his mind! 

In the meantime, there is supreme conf 
dence in English preparation for the great 
“air drive.” s

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Rural Credit System 
Not Perfect, But It 
Can Be Perfected 


Editor Constitution: During “the past ten 
years there has been a clamorous demand 
that congress should devise a system of ru- 
ral credits: otherwise known as a system of 
banks for the especial benefitgof farmers. 

A great deal has been writ#@n and spok- 
en on the subject. The best Qpought as to 
rural credits in foreign lands Was been laid 
under contribution. There have been thou- 
Sands of suggestions as to the manner in 
which banks, under the rural credits plan, 
should be organized and conducted, All 
such suggestions were “threshed out” dur- 
ing the debate in both houses of congress. 
Very naturally, all these suggestions were 
tinged by purely local wishes and conditions. 
In other words, the thought in hundreds of 
instances has been that farm banks should 
be adjusted to local conditions rather than 
the reverse idea, namely, that conditions 
should conform to a judicious system of 
banking based on the cardinal principles 
of rural credits. 

All legislation, In tht enactment of which 
there has been prolonged debate, results 
from compromise. It would be practically 
impossible for any body of legislators, na~ 
tional or state, to formulate a system of 
banking that would be _ faultless. At - 3108 
best, the law will be open to criticism. 
Once in the books in cold type, errors in 
the statute can easily be detected. A fair- 
ly good law ‘should not be rejected with- 
out trial. Project the system, put it in 
working order, then note the weak parts 
of the machinery and have these remedied 
by amendment at the next session of .con- 
gress. Altogether, the rural credits act re- 
cently passed by congress and approved by 
the president is just as complete as Was 
possible under the circumstances. We should 
not forget that rural credits is entirely a 
new proposition in this country.

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City of Larissa Has Played 
An Important Part in Ancient 
And Modern History of Greece 


Washington, August 11.—Larissa, an im- 
portant city in Thessaly, mentioned as King 
Constantine’s place of refuge following dis- 
turbances in the Greek capital, is a twelve 
hours’ railway journey to the northwest of 
Athens. Concerning this city’s importance, 
both commercially and historically, the Na- 
tional Geographic society has issued the fol- 
lowing war geography bulletin from its hea@- 
quarters in Washington: 

“As the capital of a province of the same 
name, Larissa, with a population of 18,000, 
has played an important role in the history 
both of modern Greece and of ancient Thes- 
saly. It was the headquarters of Constantine 
(then crown prince) during the early stages 
of the Greco-Turkish war of 1897, and it was 
at this place that panic seized the Greek 
army in April of that year, the prince’s forces 
fleeing in confusion to Pharsala. This event 
marked the end of the first half of a war 
which ended disastrously for the Greeks. 

“Larissa took part In the triumph of Greek 
arms over Turkey during the war of inde- 
pendence, however, for here was established 
the headquarters of Ali Pasha of tannini, who 
elected to aid the patriots in their struggle 
against his master. But long before the 
struggle ended this remarkable leader was 
treacherously stabbed and his head cut off 
while he was leaving the tent of an adversary 
after having effected an agreement with the 
representative of the porte. This tragic end 
of Ali Pasha was in keeping with his whole 
career. In his boyhood he was tutored in 
brigandage by his strong-willed mother and 
schooled to nurse a consuming spirit of 
revenge against the murderers of his father. 
In the course of eighty active years he rose 
to a position of such power that he threat- 
ened the throne of the sultan himself, 
ruled with barbarous harshness over Thessaly, 
Albania and Macedonia during the first quar- 
ter of the nineteenth century. 


History of Quaint Larissa, 


“The history of ancient Larissa was close- 
fy associated with that of the famous 
Aleuadac family, founded by Aleuas Pyrrhos 
(Red-head). Tnroughout the fitth ana sixth 
centuries betore the Christian era the 
Aleuadae enjoyed the privilege of naming the 
tagus or lewading king of tne Thessalonian 
forces in all military expeditions. 

“Larissa became the seat of government 
for the commonwealth of Thessaly establish- 
ed by the Romans in 197 B. C., after the 
famous battle of Cynoscephalae, in which the 
hitherto unconquerable Macedonian phalanx 
and the Koman legion measured their 
strength in one battie for the first time in 
history. Some commentators say that the 
Komau general, Titus Quinctius tlamininus, 
employed both elepvants anu cavalry to break 
through the ranks of Wing Philip V.s army 
of 26,000 men; but, whatever the means em- 
ployed, the legions trrumphed, and the result 
was so conciusive that Rome became tne 
master of Greece and subsequently of the 
known world. 

“One ot Larissa’s 
the fact that here 


claims to distinction is 
practiced and died the 
great Hippocrates, the ‘father of medicine’ 
and the propounder of the famous. Hippo- 
eratie oath, to which physicians subscribe to- 
day as a course of conduct toward their 
patients.

‘New remains cf ancient Larissa are to be 
found in the. vicinity of the modern

“The chief products of Larissa are Turkish 
leather, tobacco, silk and cotton goods, Al- 
though the city is cooled by the breezes from 
Olympus to the north, it is not a healthy city, 
for the frequent inundation of the plains by 
the waters of the Salambria causes fevers 
and agues. 

“Tne city is known to the Turks as Yeni- 
shehr (new town) as distinguished from Old 
larissa, the ancient Crannon, which lies 14 
miies to the southwest, the scene of Anti- 
pater’s victory which ended the Lamian war

INADEQUATE HIGHWAY MEASURE. 


PASSED BY THE STATE SENATE; 
PERSONS BILL IS DEFEATED 


By a vote of 35 to 2 the senate yester- 

day morning passed the Adams and Heath 
substitute to the Andrews highway commis- 
sion bill with only one amendment which was 
offered by the public roads committee of the 
senate and adds to the personnel of the com- 
mission, which the house substitute stipulat- 
ed should be the three members of the 
prison commission. To these are added by 
the amendment the state geologist, the pro- 
fessor of engineering at the Georgia Tech 
and the professor of engineering at the State 
university. 
: According to advice received from W. I. 
Page, director of good roads in the feder- 
al departinent of griculture, the bill is en- 
tirely inadequate and should its provisions 
be enacted into law it is his opinion that 
the state of Georgia could not receive one 
cent from the federal g00d roads appropri- 
ation. The bill, as amended, was immedi- 
ately transmitted to the house and should 
the senute’s amendment be concurred in 
it would need only the governor's signature 
to become a law.

SUPREME COURT WILL 
DECIDE PRINTING SUIT 


When Bids Were Made Index 
Company Was Disqualified, 
Rules Judge Hill. 


The contention of C. P. Byrd that 
the Index Printing company’s bid for 
the state printine was illegal was sus- 
tained by the ruling of Judge Ben Hill 
in the hearing of the injunction to 
prevent the printing commission from 
awarding the contract to the Index 
Printing company. 

When he dissolved the temporary in- 
junction on the ground that M. L. Brit- 
tain, state superintendent of schools; 
Clifford Walker, attorney general, and 
R. C. Norman, solicitor general of 
Toombs circuit, had disposed of their 
stock since the opening of the bids, 
and were no longer stockholders and 
directors in the company. he granted 
a supersedeas carrying the case to the 
supreme court and authorized the 
printing commission, in their discre- 


tion, to have the public printing done 
by the present public printer until the 
final determination of the case. 

It was the opinion of the court “that 
when the bill of injunction was filed 
and when the bids were made, that the 
Index Printing company was disquali- 
fled under the provision of the consti- 
tution of this’state and the law made 


in pursuance thereof, from submitting 


a bid for the pwhblic printing; this dis- 
qualification consisting in the fact that 
the three members of the corporation 
above mentioned were at that time 
stockholders in the corporation, and 
that two of them were directors of 
the corporation, but that since that 
time and at present this disqualifica- 
tion has been removed as before men- 
tioned by the sale of these stockhold- 
ers of their stock in the corporation.”

DIES OF HEART DISEASE 


.Dr. John B. Murphy, of Chi- 


cago, Passes While at 
Summer Resort. 


Mackinac Island, Mich., Augu’st 11.— 
Dr. John Benjamin Murphy, of Chicago, 
one of the world’s most renowned sur- 
geons, died suddenly at a hotel here 
today while on a summer outing. Heart 
disease was the immediate cause of 
death. Dr. Murphy has been. in poor 
health for several months, and, some 
had ascribed his condition to the poi- 
soned soup partaken of at the banquet 
given to Archbishop Mundelein at the 
University club, Chicago, last winter. 
His wife was with him at the time of 
death. 

The famous surgeon, who recently 
was knighted by Pope Benedict for his 
researches in surgery, wa's 58 years 
old. His pioneer surgery in cases of 
appendicitis, later in the treatment of 
other intestinal disorders and more re- 
cently in the serum neutralization of 
rheumatic and other joint troubles 
made him known all over the world. 

Mr. Murphy had been overworked 
during the winter and finally developed 
aortitis, which extended to the pan- 
creas. When hot weather struck Chi- 
cago ‘several weeks ago, he and his 
wife went to the cooler climate of 
northern Michigan. Yesterday he had 
a sinking spell and remained in a 
precarious condition until an acute at- 
tack of heart disease seized him today 
about 3 o’clock. He died in a few min- 
utes. 

President of the American Medical 
association in 1913, elected the same 
year to be president of the Clinical Con- 
gress of Surgeons of America, Dr. Mur- 
phy had received the most distinguish- 
ed honors that could be accorded a 
surgeon in this country. His operating 
clinic at the Mercy hospital in Chi- 
cago was a mecca for surgeons all over 
the world. 

He was born in Appleton, Wis., De- 
cember 21, E and was educated in 
the public schools, the University of 
Illinois, Rush Medical Collegwe of Chi- 
cago and in Germany. Half a column 
might be filled with the titles and hon- 
ors he gained, 

Dr. Murphy reached prominence in 
every branch of surgery, but he may 
be called the founder of the present 
system of intestinal surgery. It was 
the “Murphy button,” a metal capsule 
for uniting severed intestines, that in 
the early nineties brought its inventor 
into prominence,
